QUEER SCAVENGERS. 



Markets of Charleston Kept 
Clean By Carrion Crows.

Charleston, S. C . has the moat primi 
live and peculiar scavengers in tbe world. 
Hundreds— it seems thousands— of car- 
rion crows or buzzards, in tbe very early 
morning, swoop down upon the hinorical 
old city from the tall palm or palmetto 
forests which skirt the Western suburbs. 

In the waking hours any passenger en- 
tering Charleston on the Columbia Ex 
press can see huge black lumps fall from 
the trees about. They never hit the 
ground. Out in the open these black 
lumps gather in a ttruggling flock and 
flop their way over toward the custom- 
house. They are buzzards. While the 
twilight is yet gray these vulgar birds go 
to the city market and infest it for an 
hour or two. The passenger who was 
startled by their dull flop from their pal 
metto perches, and saw great black 
clouds of them move across the low rice 
flats can, if he goes to the markit place, 
see the same birds, disgustingly <«me, 
ruuuing about the stall flows ot ihe meat 
mart, flghtmg with the hundreds of dogs 
of the city for the bones and waste which 
fall from the butchers' meat block

is dropped from a meat block. One 
would haidly think, as he pushes the big 
birds out of the way. that these same 
feathered things roost in the forest, and 
are tame nowhere else. In the markets 



they never attempt to steal meat from tbe 
counter. 

Going through the three or four blocks 
of the big market one morning the writer 
counted over 300 of these buzrards walk 
ing about as nonchalantly as though it 
was their own poultry yard. They will 
not get «ut of your way. They flght 
every dog or cat that attempts to run in 
opposition, and will scramble with a man 
or a child who competes with them for a 
fallen scrap or meat. But they keep the 
Charleston markets clean, perfectly clean. 
As a result of their thorough scavenger 
work this is the cleanest and healthiest 
meat market in tbe world. 

In consideration of their assistance in 
keep-ng the city clean tbe municipal 
council has made it an offense to injure 
or kill one of them An offender not 
only baa to pay a $10 fine, but usually 
gets a free lecture on the laws of health 
and the value of tbe buzzards as assistant 
members of the local board of health. 
By an hour after sunrise the birds hare 
all left the city. It is for tbis reason that 
the visitor to the city, who usually gets 
up after that hour, and strolls out later, 
never see9 this extraordinary sight of 
wild birds acting as market scavengers.

municated his impressions to Wash- 
ington, asking at the same time that 
the naval department should tend na- 
val engineers and mechanics to inves- 
tigate the explosion. 

Nbw York, Feb. 10.— Vague rumors 
reached New York Wednesday that 
the Maine had been blown up by the 
bumping of a small boat filled with 
dynamite or other high explosive 
against the battleship'* bows. 
The press censorship at Havana has 
suppressed all but the most meager 
news. Newspapers and private cor- 
porations having Cuban interests have 
made every effort to get dispatches 
through in plausible cipher. 

From a complicated dispatch receiv- 
ed by the president of a coastwise 
steamship company at noon Wednes- 
day, the news of a dynamite plot to de- 
stroy the Maine was deciphered. 

B0«O>, Feb. IT. — A Washington spe- 
lt has been known for some time 
that the harbor of Havana was not 
a safe place for American men-of- 
war.
